Naples, January 9-

Advices from 
Cagliari fay, that a French Man of War call’d the 
Pearl, had brought in there a Dutch Prize laden 
with 80 Chefts of Sugar.

Venice, Januaty 16. The Electorefs of Bavaria 
continues in this City, where fhe waits fot the Ar- 
rival of the Baron of Vidman, who isexpected from 
Brufelles with Letters from the Elector her Hus- 
band. Monfignior Delfino, the new Procurator of 
St. Mark, made his publick Entry here on Monday 
laft with great Magnificence. The Letters we have 
receiv’d from Conftantinople by the Way of Dal- 


_matia, datrd the 15th of November laft, confirm 


that the Plague was grown very rifein that City, 
and that there died there above 1000 Perfonsa Day.

There is a talk likewile of 
fending next Spring into Catalonia 4000 Men of the 
Troops now in Lombardy. General Colmonero is 
gone for the Court of France, to give the King an 
Account of the State of the War, and of the Condi- 
tion of the Forces in this Country. The Po and the 
Ticino are {well’d afreth, and have begun to over- 


flow, the Confequences of which are much appre- . 


hended. They write from Meilina that the Duke of 
“Milto is taken up and imprifon'’d there, but why is 
not faid. A. Courier from Venice is gone through 
this Place, to carry to Zurich feveral Prefents of Va- 
lue the Cantons concepn'’d 
in the Alliance which this Republick ha ‘ 
cluded with them. . 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated January 26. 
Grodno, Jan. 2. Prince Menzikow has lately re- 
ceiv’d from Mufcovy 20 Waggons loaded with 
Money to pay the Troops of the Armies of Poland 
and Lithuania; but in purfuance of rbe Orders the 
Czar left when he went away, this Money will not 
be diftributed till the Troops adtually enter upon 
Action. Upon the Advice that has beenreceiv’d that 
the Swedes were preparing to come into thefe Quar- 
ters, fome Troops have been detach’d ro fecure feve- 
ral Paffes; and King Auguftus went hence Yefter- 
day to vifit the Pofts to 12 Leagues diftance, that he 
may be in a Condition of difputing thofe Patfes with 
the Swedes. The Bithop of Luceoria, who isthe 
firt Commiffioner appointed to-receive the Forts and 
Places of Ukrania, went hence fome Days ago. 
Warfaw, Jan. 8. King Staniflaus has fent Univer- 
falia into all the Palatinates to make known the 
Treaty concluded with the King of Sweden ; and 
to declare that all fuch Perfons as thal! continue for 


3 Months longer to adhere to the contrary Party, _ 


fhall be depriv’d*of the Benefit of the Amnefty. 


‘rThe Congrefs of Warfaw has likewife written to the 


Pope to give him Notice of the Coronation of King 
Staniflaus, and of, the above-mention’d Treaty, in 
which there is nothing ftipulated in Prejudice of the 
Roman Catholick Church, and to demand at the 
fame time, that the Bifhop of Pofnania be {ent back 
in Quality of Senator; and that for the Time to 
come the Pope will not admit of any Nominations 
on the Partof Kiug Auguftus; bur only of thofe 
made by King Staniflaus. The Swedifh Army has 
this Day begun to pafs the Bridge over the Viftula, 
to march in 3 Bodies ; one towards Pultow, another 
towards Lubin, and the 3d between the 2 former. 
The Coffacks who were on the River Bug, ‘are ad- 
vanc'd towards Pultow.
